WHEN UNCLE SAM QUITS. 
“Less government in business” is a 
popular slogan now. 
Business itself, 
very naturally, shouts it enthusiasti­ 
cally. So do liberals and radicals and 
even the people who not so long ago 
were leaders in all sorts of political 
and social reforms. 
It was largely 
the latter who brougnt government 
into business. There were great busi­ 
ness abuses that needed to be stopped 
and the government was 
the 
only 
thing that could stop them. 
Now, however, the pendulum has 
swung the other way. 
We have had 
enough of government in business, and 
the general desire is. to have the gov­ 
ernment leave business alone. 
Those 
who urge less government in business 
refer to the federal government. It is 
the federal exercise of economic con­ 
trol, greatly intensified by war condi­ 
tions which has grown so irksome. Re­ 
peal of the Lever food 
control act, 
which is probably coming soon, will 


THE PATRON. 
From the Chicago Journal. 
It has been suggested recently by 
one who despairs a little of literature 
at the present day that the great writ­ 
er and artist is in as much need of a 
patron now as ever. 
His point of view is that there is no 
considerable public even yet for the 
productions of a really big man. The 
big men live, not on 
incomes 
from 
their books, which they often have to 
print, as Herbert Spencer and George 
Meredith did, at their own expense, 
but on private means or through some 
other kind of labor. 
But most of the great books are 
written by poor men, and if there be 
not patron for these, this man thinks, 
the world is likely to lose many mas­ 
terpieces. 
This is possible, of course. 
In the 
old days nearly all writers were beg­ 
gars, and had to be. Great lords and 
even kings and queens, regarded it as 
their duty to help the man who had 
written a book, and the sums which 
they gave even to one writer 
alone 
were often princely indeed. 
Thus Shakespeare, who walked to 
London from his home town as a 
tramp, calls on the great Earl of 
Southampton with some of his verses, 
and the great lord 
gives him what 
would be the equivalent of not less 
than $25,000 as money is valued now. 
Francis Bacon 
calls on the great 
Earl of Essex, and is given enough to 
put an end to a great deal of the fed­ 
eral regulation of business, at least for I enable a man to live in luxury for a 
a time. 
It remains to be seen, how -1 lifetime. 
ever, whether the pendulum is going 
to be allowed to swing very far in the 
direction of non-interference by gov­ 
ernment with business. 
For a while, 
at least, the federal government under 
the Harding administration may fol­ 
low pretty 
consistently 
a policy of 
hands off. 
But what about the state 
governments? 
Regulation of business, in the sense 
in which that phrase is generally us­ 
ed, is a field into which state govern­ 
ments have not ventured. It is possi­ 
ble that some of them may venture in­ 
to it before long, however. 
One of 
them is already doing so. The Kansas 
court of industrial relations 
cited 
seven Kansas millers on the charge of 
curtailing prices in an essential indus­ 
try for the puprose of affecting prices. 
Here is state regulation of business 
just at the moment when federal regu­ 
lations of business is beginning to re­ 
lax. 
In this matter, as in so many others, 
Kansas is a pioneer, an experimenter. 
She may continue to stand alone, with 
no other state following her example. 
But it is far from certain that this will 
be the case. 
It will almost certainly 
not be the case if business, when it is 
freed in large measure from federal 
regulation, goes back to the old abuses 
or indulges in new ones equally bad. If 
that happens other states 
are very 
likely to follow the example of Kan­ 
sas; and then, with different laws in 
different states, business and the pub­ 
lic will have a veritable Chinese puz­ 
zle to solve and may find themselves 
yearning for a return of the good old 
days when the 
federal 
government 
looked after these matters.

Goethe was a kind of pat­ 
ron to some of the poor German writ­ 
ers of his day. 
Today some rich men are generous, 
but they give their money not to as­ 
sist individuals, but to support institu­ 
tions. Parhaps it would not be a bad 
idea for some of them to remember 
that a really great individual may be 
of even more worth to the world than 
most institutions are.
